At present they are in Rio 


de Janeiro, Brazil. 
The letter, dated 


April 27, but not received until today, 
follows: 


Dear Jack: Received your most wel- 
come letter and was glad to hear trom 
you. 
There is not much to tell you 
about' Rio as it has been very quiet 
during the Lenten season. As for the 
weather, this is supposed to be winter 
but it is really beautiful weather — 
not cold enough for us to need heavy 
bed clothes at night. In the middle of 
the day the sun is very warm. 
The street 
department 
in 
Lowell 


could learn a lot here about keeping 
the streets 'clean. They flush the main 
streets every night at midnight anc 
then sweep them and if the wind blows 
during the- day you do not get your 
eyes fill) of dust. 
It is strange to see the leaves tall 
ing off the trees here; they fall as 
the new ones start to grow and the 
trees have leaves all the year around. 
Men go around every day to sweep 
the old leaves up and you seldom see 
any on the ground. 
The city also has 
a mosquito gang which soes around 
every so often looking in back yards 
to see there is nothing around 
to 
breed the insects. 
If 
any thin f? 
is 
found the occupant of the houae is 
liable to a fine. 
Things are very high here; just im- 
agine — we pay $46 a ton for coal. 
It's 
a good thing that there's no winter 
here. 
A ID-cent can of tobacco costs 


63 cents. 
People here smoke cigars 
and cigar ets as it is very hard to 
get a good smoking tobacco unless 
you pay a high price. 
Most of the 
tobacco comes from England but it is 
very strong. Tropical fruits are about 
as high as they are in the states. You 
cannot get a pair of stockings that 
will wear any time unless you pay 
a dollar for them. Cigars and ci^arets 
are the only things that are reason- 
able. 
Since the war the city is full of 


American automobiles: even the. 
Ford 
is here. 
There are some very reckless 
drivers 
here — lots of accidents 
and 
many people are killed. You have to 
keep your eyes open all the time while 
crossing the streets. 
Drivers seldom 
blow their horns to let you know that 
they are coming and you never know 
which way they ate going to turn.

It requires a lot of 
mental gymnastics to Jump from a 
farm in Kansas to a village in Siberia, 
which has Just .been besieged by the 
Bolsheviks. 
I accomplished it grad- 


ually as I took in my surroundings. 
. The room was fairly clean for a 
Russian housewife. The floor was bare 
but showed the satisfying results of 
many scrubbings. The walls were un- 
papered but bias of crocheted and em- 


broidftred pieces were tacked here and 
there, and a couple of colored pictures 
represented 
Russian 
festivals. 
An 


icon hung in the corner at the foot of 
my sleeping bag. it was smaller and 
less elaborate than the ones i had seen 
in the homes of wealthy Russians in 
Vladivostok. 


Two beds occupied one-half of the 


small room and I judged the other 
half was used as a living room. There 
was a round table covered with a gay 
cotton cloth of red. green and yellow 
and a few1 trinkets of cheap china. 
I came to the conclusion that, this 
peasant home was somewhat better oft 
than the majority. 
The beds alone 


were almost a sign of plutocracy. An

Senior Mass. Senator Says 


Victory on Jrish Amend- 


ment Great Stroke 


WASHINGTON.'June 7.—Sen. David 


I. Walsh won a uniaue distinction in 
the U. i5, senate yesterday, when ha 
succeeded in having his amendment to 
the Borah resolution, placing the sen- 
ale on record for the first time in his- 
tory as "expressing its sympathy with 
the aspirations of the, Irish people for 
a government of its own choice" adopt- 
ed without even having to 
take 
the 


floor. 


The full text of the resolution and 


the amendment as adopted follows: 


"Resolved, 
that the senate of the 


United States earnestly requests the 
American peace commission at Ver- 
sailles to endeavor to secure for Ed- 
ward deValera. Arthur Griffiths an.l 
Count George Noble Plunkett. a hear- 
ing before said peace conference in or- 
der that they may present the case of 
Ireland. 


"Resolved, further, thai the senate 


of the United States express itself sym- 
pathy with the aspirations of the Irish 
people for a government of its own 
choice."

treaty, has sent a message to the peace 
conference and to Great Britain un- 
mistakably expressing its position .in 
sympathy. with the Irish people, and 
formally requesting that a favorable 
hearing be given the representatives

"I sincerely hope, that this expres- 


sion by the United States senate will 
cause the peace conference to. i?ive 
due consideration to this subject and 
will hasten action by the British gov- 
ernment toward cognizing the inalien- 
able right oC the Irish people to enjoy 
a government of their own choice. 


"The action of the senate also in- 


dicates the tremendous growth of pub- 
lic sentiment In America during- the 
world war and since the signing of 
the armistice, in sympathy with the 
Irish cause.

Irish people 
have been struggling and pleading for

There is not much to tell you 
about Rio as it has been very quiet 
during the Lenten season. 
As for tne 
weather, this is supposed to be winter 
but it is really beautiful weather— 
not cold enough for us to need heavy 
bed clothes at night, 
tn the middle of 
the day the sun is very warm.-.

could learn a lot .here about keeping 
the streets clean. -They flush the mam 
streets every night at midnight and 
then sweep them and if the wind blows 
during the day you do not get your 
eyes full of dust. 
It is strange to see the leaves tail- 


ing off the trees here; they fall as 
the new ones start to grow and the 
trees have leaves all the year around. 
Men so around every day to sweep 
th'e old leaves up and you seldom see 
any on the ground. Tho city also has 
a mosquito gang which goes around 
every so often looking in back yards 
to see there is nothing around 
to 


breed the insects. 
If 
anything 
is 


found the occupant of the house is 
liable to a fine. 
Things arc very high here; just Im- 
agine—we pay S4fi a ton for coal. It's 
a good thing that there's no winter 
here. 
A 10-cent can of tobacco costs 


63 cents. 
People here smoke cigars 
and cigarets as it is very hard to 
get a good smoking tobacco unless 
you pay a high price. 
Most of the 


tobacco comes from "England but !t is 
ery strong. Tropical fruits are about 
_s high as-they are in the states. You 
cannot get a pair of stockings that 
will wear any time unless you pay 
a dollar for them. Cigars and cigarets 
are the only things that are reason- 
able. 
Since the war 
the city is full of 


American automobiles; even the 
Ford 
is here. There are some very reckless 
drivers here—lots of accidents and 
many people are killed. You have to 
keep your eyes open all the time while 
crossing the . streets. 
Drivers seldom 


blow bheir horns to let you know that 
they are coming and you never know 
which way they a.r.4 coiner to turn.

whether, the suffrage amendment to 
the constitution can be ratified in 
time to allow the women to vote at 
the presidential election next year. 
It is barely possible that ratification 
might be made in time to allow the 
women to east their first votes for 
presidential electors in 
November 


of next:year. 
The amendment will 


take effect one yea? after the offi- 
cial .proclamation of its' ratification. 
That .Trill mean 
that 
ratification 


must be made within the: next few 
months in order to have the amend- 
ment operative in tbe fall of 1920. 
As most of the states hold bien- 
nial , sessions o£ their legislatures, 
it would be necessary for a con- 
siderable number 
to hold special 


sessions for the purpose of ratify- 
ing this . amendment. 
Inasmuch as 


already an agitation has been start- 
ed for a referendum on this ques- 
tion in the various states, it would 
seem that there is little probability 
of immediate and favorable action 
by the number of states required to 
give the amendment the force of 
law. 
It must be ratified by 36 


states 
or 
three-fourths 
of 
the 


whole, before it can be proclaimed 
as part of our constitution. 
For 


these reasons, it seems highly im- 
probable that the women will be 
able to vote under this amendment 
next year. As viewed by the differ- 
ent states, there is no special hurry 
in the matter for the reason that 
the women who have never had a 
chance to vote before 
can easily 


wait another year -or two for the 
full 
realization 
of 
their 
hopes. 


That the amendment will be finally 
ratified, however, there is not the 
slightest room for doubt- 


service but fifteen days. 
Had the

Senior Mass. Senator Says 


Victory on Irish Amend- 


ment Great Stroke 


WASHINGTON, June ".—Sen. David 


L Walsh won. a unioue distinction in 
the [j. S. senate yesterday, when he' 
succeeded In havins his amendment !o 
the Borah, resolution, placing ihe sen- 
ate on record for the first time in his- 
tory as "expressing its sympathy with 
the aspirations of the Irish people for 
a government of its own choice" adopt- 
ed without even havins to take 
the 


floor. 


The full text of the resolution and 


the amendment as adopted follows: 


"Resolved, 
that the senate of the 


United Stales earnestly requests the 
American peace commission at Ver- 
sailles to endeavor to secure for Kd- 
ward deValera, Arthur Griffiths anJ 
Count George Noble Plunkett. a hear- 
ing before said peace conference in or- 
der that they may present the case 01 
Ireland. 


"Resolved, further, that the .-vnate 


of the. United States express itself sym- 
pathy with the aspirations of the Irish 
people for a government of its own 


Supported Hy F,oi?»e 


Senator Lodge not only supported his 


colleague. Sen. Walsh, but made.a pow- 
erful speech in which he "twisted the 
lion's tail." .stating that so long as 
:jreat Britain was attempting to inter- 
pret the .Monroe Doctrine for the Unit- 
ed States there was no impropriety in 
tho United States interfering to ex- 
press its sympathy with the Irish peo- 
ple in their tight for a free govern- 
ment. 


The matter came "before the senate 


through the report of the. committee

Borah 


amendment requiring the. American 
peace delegates to secure a hearing ,for 
Edward do Valera. Arthur Griffith and 
Count George Noble Plunkett. 


Senator Borah promptly accepted1 the 


Walsh amendment. 


There was only one dissenting voice, 


that oE Senator John Sharp Williams 
of Mississippi. 


Tho action taken by the senate is 


bound to exercise a powerful influence 
in bringing the Irish question before 
the peace conference, especially since 
it has behind it the support of both 
ihe great political parties o'f the United 
States. 


Senator Walsh used excellent judg- 


ment in not taking the floor when it 
was obvious that he had the majority 
support oflne senate for his amend- 
ment. 
According to tho established 


custom of that body a new senator is 
expected "to by seen and not heard1 


until he learns the ropes. Frequently 
opposition is created by talking a reso- 
ution to death.

Senator. Walsh,, after the vote, said

"The importance of this action may

d States government, namely the sen- 
ate, which has to deal with the peace 
reaty, has sent a message to the peace 
onference and to Great Britain un- 
listakably expressing 
its position in 


ympathy with the Irish people, and 
ormally requesting that a favorable 
tearing be siven the representatives 
if tho Irish people.

"T sincerely hope that this expres-' 


sion by the United States senate will 
cause the peace conference to give 
due consideration to this subject and 
will hasten action by the British gov- 
ernment toward cognizing the inalien- 
able right of the Irish people to enjoy 


government of their own choice. 
"The action of the senate also in- 


dicates the tremendous growth of pub- 
lic sentiment in America during the 
world war and since the signing of 
the armistice, in sympathy with the 
Irish cause. 


"It is a great source of satisfaction 


to me also to know that at last, after 
so many years that the Irish people 
have been struggling and pleading for 
an official 
American recognition 
of 


the justice of their aspirations for self- 
government, the senate of the United 
States has for the first time gone on 
record with an official and unanimous 
expression of its sympathy.

Lowell is on the way for a'big build- 


ing boom and it is expected that this 
particular 
industry 
will develop" to 


such an extent In this city within the 
next couple of months that a scarcity 
of labor will be felt. 
Contractors are 


very busy figuring on jobs, big enough 
to keep all tho Lowell craftsmen at 
work for the remainder of the year. 
It is stated that the cost of new build- 
ings that are to be erected in.-this 
city during.the present year, not count- 
ing the proposed new high school and 
auditorium, will go well along into 
tho millions. 


This boom is the after-the-war effect 


that was expected by many, although 
some predicted that on account of the 
high cost of laTBor and materials, it 
would be several years., before exten- 
sive building operations -would be re- 
sumed. 
One 01 the local contractors 


when questioned as to the' probabili- 
ties in the building line,/ stated this 
morning that people interested in real 
estate, 
.manufacturing concerns, etc., 


have made up their minds that it is 
useless to delay their plans for build- 
ing as the cost of labor and materials 
will n'ot become normal again for sev- 
eral years. "The building Industry in 
this city has been practically at a 
standstill' during the war," he contin- 
ued, "with the result that something 
has to be done now and everybody 
is realizing that conditions at present 
are. just as good as they will he in a 
few years/ and hence the big building 
boom that is starting in -Lowell."

Co.. which will cost, 
so contractors say, about $400,000: the 
new Congregational church building in 
Tewkebury Centre at a cost of about 
$55,000; the'.neTv town-'hallMn 'Tewks-' 
bury at a cost of about ?60.000; the 
new home of.jthe National Biscuit Co 
in West Adams street at a cost of 
about 525.000 and others, including the 
erection of a lar.tre mill by a local man- 
ufacturing, concern at a cost of about 
$100.000.
